New York, April 24.— Railroad fire­ 


men are granted an increase in pay, 


estimated at from IO to 12 per cent, 


bv the award of the Erdm an act arbi­ 


tration board iii their case, handed 


down last night. 


Other claims of the firemen are 


allowed, but the demand for two fire­ 


men on large locomotives is denied, 


except in case of necessity. 


Another request for which the fire­ 


men fought, namely, the standardiza­ 


tion of wages, based on the wright of 
locomotives on drivers, was granted, 
although the award provides that all 
wages that were higher or conditions 
that were better than fixed in the 
award shall not be interfered with. 
This provision affects a number of 
railroads. 
Tile firemen 
also were 
relieved of the duty of cleaning en­ 
gines. 
The award is considered in the na­ 
ture of a compromise, as the firemen 
asked an increase estimated in the 
neighborhood of 15 per cent. 
The 
total amount of wages paid the fire­ 
men. who number about 35.000, is 
$29,000,000, so that the increase of 
from IO to 12 per cent will cost the 
railroads from $2,900,000 to $3,480,000 


annually. 
The award is effective May 3, this 
date having been fixed in accordance 
with the provisions of the Erdm an 
aet, under which the board was ap­ 
pointed. 
It is provided that overtime in all 
(lasses of service, except passenger, 
shall be paid for pro rata on the min­ 
ute tin sis. 
When miles exceed hours, 
miles will be allowed, 
and 
when 
hours exceed miles, hours w ill be 
allowed. 
Overtime in passenger service w ill 
be paid on the basis of twenty miles 
an 
hour, 
computed on the minute 
basis. 
Compensation for initial ter­ 
minal delays is not allowed beyond 
that involved in the rule that pay 


s h a l l begin iii all cases at tile time 
a fireman is required to report for 
duty, but final term inal delay, after 
the lapse of an hour, w ill be paid for 
at the end of the trip at the over­ 
time rate, according to the class of 
engine, on the minute basis.

T h e speaker stated th at while the 


Bible everywhere declares 
the 
im­ 


portance of the death of Jesus, Chris­ 


tian people iii recent times seem to 


be perplexed upon the subject Some 


dispute Hie Billie statem ent of the 
necessity for Jesus’ death, and claim 
t Hat His life was no different from 
th a t of other men, and His death 
was no different from that of others. 
Some claim that Jesus came into the 
world, and 
passed through various 
trying experiences, not iii order to 
redeem mankind from anything, but 
in order to show' His followers how 
they should live and die for a good 
cause. 
Others iii bewilderment de­ 
clare that they see no relationship 
between Jesu s’ death and what they 
have been taught is the penalty for 
sin; namely, eternal torment. 
In general, said the pastor, there is 
confusion upon the subject, and only 
those who get the proper Scriptural 
focus on the question of why Christ 
died can be mentally 
at 
rest, 
and 
able to e n ter sympathetically into the 
various features of the great Plan of 
God, of which the death of Jesus for 
hum an redemption is apart. 
Tho pastor protested against the 
too common practice of accepting a 
portion of the Bible, and rejecting 
tin* remainder. 
He declared that any 
man wise enough to criticise the in­ 
spired Word should be accepted as 
an 
inspired 
authority 
capable 
of 
writing a better statem ent of the Di­ 
vine Plan. 
F or his part, he believed 
that the Holy Scriptures, as St. Paul 
declares, were written aforetime by 
holy men for the admonition of the 
church. 
He believed th a t this was 
done because God wished His people 
to understand His Divine purposes 
and arrangem ents, and 
sym patheti­ 
cally to enjoy them and co-operate in 
their fulfillment. 
W e 
should 
hold 
fast “ the faith once delivered to the 
saints.” and should not allow out 
own wisdom or tile wisdom of other 
men to m ake the Word of God of 
none effect. 
He reminded his hear­ 
ers of how Jesus had reproved the 
Pharisees for their neglect of God’s 
W ord and for taking instead of it 
the traditons of men.— Mark T: f>, 7. 
However, the P astor declared that 
our English Bible does not profess to 
he the Word of God, but merely a 
translation of it. 
If, therefore, we 
find 
some 
passages 
of 
Scripture 
which have been mistranslated, and 
thus misrepresent the original Scrip­ 
tures. we should make haste to cor­ 
rect these, and to admit 
th a t 
the 
translations were not inspired. 
Ad­ 
ditionally, he reminded us th a t all 
old m anuscripts 
show 
th a t 
during 
the long period of eighteen centuries 
errors had crept in—additions to the 
words of Jesus and the Apostles. He 
stated that at tile time of the pre­ 
sentation 
of 
our Common Version 
English Bible the num ber of Greek 
manuscripts was only seven, whereas 
now 
there 
are 
several 
h.indreds. 
Three of them In particular are very 
old—the Sinaitio, the Vatican 
1209 
and the Alexandrian Manuscript. 
T h e people of God are to so hunger 
and thirst for their Heavenly F ath­ 
er's words that they will spare no 
pains to know exactly what He said 
to them and what He did not say. 
and to base their faith upon the liv­ 
ing Word, which surely will abide 
forever. 
So doing, the P astor de­ 
clared. the Bible becomes more beau­ 
tiful and more reverenced by Bible 
students every day. 
Jesus 
Died to Meet 
Man's 
Penalty. 
T here is no dispute among the va-' 
rious orthodox creeds that there was 
a 
penalty 
against 
mankind which 
needed to be mot, before the Divine 
blessing could come to any cf our 
race. 
T hese creeds all agreed, he 
said, th a t Adam, the father of the 
race, was created perfect, in the im­ 
age, in th e moral likeness, 
of 
his 
Maker, but that he had sinned, and 
come under a penalty, or curse, on 
account of sin. 
Hence all of his race 
inherited life from him, sharing his 


subject, for instance, of Christ's re­ 
deeming work. w e' are m e t with the 
proposition of Hie creeds that the 
curse of God against our race is eter­ 
nal torture in some far-off place, we 
know not where—possibly within the 
earth. 
The misconceptions 
*of

for sin were built upon m istransla­ 
tions or figurative statem ents meant 
to be understood symbolically.
